To Exchange Views 
‘On Defence 


Belgrade, Sept. 10. 

Marshal Tito, in a state- 
ment released today, said 
Yugoslavin was to ex: 
change viows with Greece 
and Turkey about “cer- 
tain defensive measures.” 

Speaking. to a group of visit- 
ing Norwegian journalists about 
Yugoslevia’s relations with her 
non-Communist neighbours, tho 
Chief of State said: “There is 
much common ground where wo 
can and must co-operate.” 

He added that the Yugoslav 
military delegation Icaving on a 
courtesy visit to Greece and 
Turkey was also intended to 
exchange views on questlons of 
certain defenslye measures." 

lther thisora further mission 
would initiate such an exchange 
of views preparatory {o future 
talks, Marshal Tito explained. 

“All these things can be dono 
without sjgning pucts,” he went 


on 
“Many things can be pre- 
pared which will, in case of 
conflict or danger for any of 
these three countrics, prove 
more useful than written 
pacts,” : 
TITO'S ASSURANCE 


The Marshal emphasised that 
co-operation between countries 
of differlng political systems 
was possible because Yugo- 
slavia did not intend to Inter- 
fere in the domestic affairs of 
countries with whom she was 
co-operating, nor did they In- 
tend to meddle in Yugoslavia's 
internal affairs. 

Asked about the possibilities of 
aggression against Yugoslavla by 
Russia or neighbourlng Com- 
munist states, Marshal Tite em- 
phasised that this was “constant 
and latent" but not imminent. 

Yugoslavia would be capable of 
resisting any local aggression but 
completely successful defence 
would be difficult if all Rus- 
sla's satellites tools part, 
especially if they were alded by 
Russia, 

Tt was his belief that aggres- 
sion of that sort must develop 
into a wortd war. 

Marshal Tito sald he thought 
in the present situation the East- 
ern bloc would seriously ponder 
before attrcking Yugosiavia be 
cause she had - become an. In- 
tegral part of the community of 
natlons gathered in resistance to 
aggression. patie es wg So 

He scoffed at a suggestion, that 
Western countrics might not 
care !f- Yugoslavia were attacked 
by the ‘Soviet bloc - because 
Yugoslavin was also a Com- 
munist state.. 

“The defence of Europe de- 
pends.to a very large degree on 
Yugoslavia no matter what, pro- 
pogandists say. We know very 
well it is not the same'thing for 
the West whether Yugoslavia or 
the Sovict.Unlon stands on the 
Adriatic,” Marshal Tito pointed 
out. : 


EDEN'S VISIT 

Tito said that no arrangements 
for the discussion of any specific 
problems had been made for the 
courtesy visit of the British For- 
eign Sceretary, Mr Anthony 
Edon, to Belgrade next week. 

Asked about the European 
Union, the Marshal sald: 
“Possibility of a United States 
of Europe is at the moment an 
fusion. I don’t beileve in it, 
but I also believe what is Utopla 
today may, after oa certain 
perlod, become a reality. 

“European unity may be 
achieved along other lines and 
not be merging into a single 
state. 

“It {s important that Euro- 
pean countries co-operate in 
the economic sphere—that’s the 
read to union.” 

Tito said that although this 
yeur's drought in Yugoslavia 
was statistically worse than 
that of 1950 and a serious blow 
to the national income, Yugo- 
slavia would not need foreign 
aid Uke she did in 1950,—
